Tinned: Consomme — | 


: HAVE been very .much struck by. the quality of the tinned 
chicken and other consomme that I have come across recently, 
and I may perhaps be forgiven for suggesting other uses than that 
of merely heating it up and. drinking it. The summer weather 
is.coming, ond often in the evenings a cold soup is just what is 
wanted. : ts vo 
The, consommes I have tried are just a little.too stiff when turned 
out of the tin. They should be heated up.and be diluted with a couple of 
tablespoonfuls or so of water to make them more nearly the right consis- 
tence for cold soups, which should be light ond easily melting and barely 
firm, not stiMsh jelly or a broken up jelly. They should’ be served in 
cups, very cold, but not.iced,-and these tinned consommes can be favoured 
with extra’ tomato or with sherry or Modcira os you wish, — 
UT there are two other uses to, which I would like to’ draw 
attention, One is for eggs in Jelly, and the other for cutlets 


in jelly. ' - : 
In the first case poach some.egas, Iet them get cold and trim them 
nicely. Arrange them. in a dish (or in small individual dishes) and put 
round them a little garnish of asparagus of pens or mixed: vegetables, 
which should be stuck to the bottom by a thin layer of the consomme.

With the coming of the warm wea- 
ther wasps and bees will be about 
agains If-you should be so unfor- 
tunote as to be stun, try placing 
some salt on a pad of cloth and hold-:

A Hot Weather Tip 


If you wish to cool lemonade or 
make ice-cream and have no re- 
friserator or machine, . salt mixed 
‘with crushed Ice makes a_ good 
freezing mixture, Break the Jee up 
as small as possible, and mlx with a 
good quantity of salt. The tempe¢ra- 
ture of the mixture, which is Hquid, 
falls to 20 or 30 degrees below 
freezing point. You must take care, 
of course, to sce that none of the 
mixture enters the liquid or ‘icc- 
crear you are cooling, os the salt 
would spoil its flavour. 


Salt ts excellent for removing ink 
and, frult stains. Its ‘properties © in 
{hls direction are almost purely 
mechanical, and therefore the salt 
should be put dn os quickly 
‘possible, afterwards being brushed 
off and the stain waoshed with soap 
and water. . t 


If the wet cell of your door bell 
gives out, salt may be used. in refilling 
it; and If you. have a chimney fire 
ora fire you wish to put out in a 
hurry, salt «will be an excellent 
extinguisher. = | . 


“One of the peepliarities Uf salt is 
that it Is ilttle more soluble in hot 
water than Jn cold, and thorefore It 
Is useless boiling up salt and- water 
In the hope of getting a stronger 
solution. On the other hand, the 
temperature at which water boils is 
raised by the addition of salt, and 
therefore,-i€_you wish to steam a dish 
Ino hurry, some salt added to the 
boiling water will’ help. This: ‘can 
only be donc, of course, In a double 
saucepan, or where there is no 
chance of the. bolling water comin, 
into contact with the food. . , 


Finally, a- tip. about keeping, table 
salt dry. A plece of absorbent paper 
cut to shape and placed in the-bottom 
of. the salt/cellar, will help. If you 
dry molst salt In a’ moderate oven, 
neyer place it ‘in: the salt cellars be- 
fore it is‘cold, This will prevent it 
hardening into lumpa. “ :

China is, very naturally, 
‘deeply interested in the pending 
talks between the British For- 
eign Seerctary and the, Japanese 
Ambassador.in London, for the 
reason that matters affecting 


.| her economic and political future 


are bound to come under review. 
The very fact that the conversa- 
tions have been arranged: may 
be taken as indicative of a 
strong desire on the part of 
Japan to place her relations with 
Britain on a better basis, a 
desire which ‘is reciprocated. 
Whether that will be possible de- 
pends largely on Japan's future 
policies in regard to ‘China, 
Anglo-Japanese estrangement’ 
can be traced from the time, in 
1931, when Japan began her 


}Manchurian. adventure,-by-which. 


she broke her. pledges under the 
Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions and of the Kellogg Pact, as’ 
well as those of the Nine-Power 
Treaty, which’ made its own 
special provisions for security. 
and. territorial integrity in the 
Far East. , The inevitable breach 


with the League of Nations was] 


welcomed by the Japanese Im- 
perialists, for it left their coun- 
try frée to follow, ag she has 
since done, a policy of aggres- 
sion against China, Her gov- 
erning purpose has been to make 
herself sole mistress in Eastern 
Asia, Is: this, policy now to be 
changed? Some seem. to find 
hope in the growth of a more 
determined opposition in Japan 
itself. to military aggression 
against China. The ‘cost; to the 
country has been very great and 
shows every sign of increasing; 


Jand, so-far at, least, there has 


been little or no return for this 
immense expenditure. The com- 
mercial and industrial jeaders of 
Japan are therefore openly criti- 
cising their Government for its 
failure to “deliver the goods” 
and for the increasing burden’‘of 
taxation. Does -this indicate 
any fundamental change of: 
heart? But Big Business in 
Japan seems just ag* anxioils as 
it aver was to exploit China; and 
what it appears’to be advocating 
ig not that Japan should give up 
her hold upon: China, but. that 
her mode of aggression ‘should 
change from: military pressure 
to the more subtle’ method of 
inter.- penetration, 
Even for this:.new . approach, 


‘much money. will be needed, and 


as Japan is herself-too poor to

It is the first time that such 
“weather” reports on the “radio 


‘roaf” have been broadcast by 


winy government agency to aid 
radio experts. By means of 
these new broadcasts, engineers 
will have current information

. The new broadcasts. will enable 
radia experts to know the helght of 
the “radio roof,” which varies hourly 
as well os. seasonally, and thus use 
the best adapted frequencies for 
long distance communication.

_ A“Magna Charta” for the schoolchildren of Great 
Britain has been published by the Board of Education. 

___ It comprises the results of a comprehensive investiga- 
tion by inspectors of the Board of Education of the prob- 
lem of homework and—as forecast by the News Chronicle 
—it recommends a marked reduction in the quantity of 
homework to be set, and-a virtual abolition of homework 


at week-ends. 


The chicf recommendations arc: 
ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


No homework should be -set to 
~--chitdren-under-12, — 23 


both teachers and parents as a result 
of the intense competition for the 
limited number of scholarship placcs 
in secondary schools. 


If set at all to children between 
the ages of 12 and 14 it should be 
limited to one hour a night on four 
nights a week only, 


After 14 homework should not 
take more than 1% hours. .

Homework to be Hmited to one 
hour a night up to the age of 14. 


From 14 to 16'to be restricted -to

Deallng with the law regarding the 
publication of a libel, Mr. Sin quoted 
Frascr'a authoritles, which stated that 
publication consisted of a communica- 
fion by defendant of the words com~ 
plained of to some person other than 
pleintlif. . He quoted, as an example, 
that if Mr. Mackinlay, as a subscriber 
to the &. C. M.° Post, were to show 
the paper, ussuming it contalned u 
libel, to nnother person, he had in fact 
committed a publication of the libel 
and could be sucd. Likewlse, a news- 
vendor selling the paper could also 
be held Mable. 


REGISTRAR'S DISCRETION 


7 Continuing, Mr, Sin said the Regis- 
trar of Newspapers, under the Ordin- 
ance, had. discretionary powers to 
direct that tHe moncy deposited with 
him should be pald out in respect of 
such damages and costs as might be 
ordered by the Court. He could not, 
however, compel the executor of the 
bond to pay the judgment debt, if 
the paper, which had closed ‘down, 
and the news-vendor were to be sucd 
jointly and damages were awarded. 
Even if the news-vendor were to be 
sucd alone, the executor could rightly 
refuse to comply with the reques: to 
pay the judgment debt, as the Ordin- 
ance wvas drafted badly, because the 
powers of the Registrar .were not 
clearly stated. 


Mr. Sin then referred to Sub- 
sectlon 2 of Section 2 of the Ordin- 
ance, which .stated, inter alia, “the 
money thus deposited shall be avall-' 
able to pay any fine which may be 
imposed: upon the proprictor, printer, 
publisher or editor of the newspaper 
in’ question in, respect of any matter 
oppearing in the sald newspaper, and 
shall ‘also be avallable to pay any 
‘damages that may be awarded in any 
action for lbel In respect of any 
milter appearing in the: said news 
paper and the costs of such action.” 

Mr. Sin submitted that the sub- 
section might be divided into two, 
parts, the first one ending with the 
words “appearing in the sald news- 
paper.” He contended the first part, 
which “did not concern the present 
ease at all, dealt with criminal pro- 
eecdings and the second with civil 
ability of the paper. The words in 
the second part were general, as the 
Ordinance was drafted solely to secure 
for newspapers the finances to pay 
for any ‘damages for libel. Under the
